Medications that primarily affect 
the neurotransmitter serotonin, termed selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors (SSRIs), are 
also used as antidepressants. These include escitalopram HBr (LEXAPRO® Lcxapro ), 
fluoxetine (PROZAC® Prozac) , sertraline (ZOLOFT® Zoloft), fluvoxamine (LUVOX® 
Luvox), paroxetine (PAXIL® Paxif), and citalopram (CELEXA Cclcxa ). Additional 
medication of use affect both norepinephrine and serotonin, for example venlafaxine 
(Effcxor EFFEXOR®) and nefazadone (SERZONE® Scrzonc ), or agents such as 
phenelzine (A&^NARDIL®), tranylcypromine (PARNATE® Parnat e), mirtazepine 
(REMERON® Rcmcron ), nefazodone (SERZONE® Scrzonc ), triazolopyridine 
(TRAZODONE® trazodone ), and bupropion (WELLBUTRIN® Wcllbutrin ).

Patient 3

Her frown/glabellar lines were injected with 30 Unit equivalents of BOTOX™ 
(Fig. 6). Four months later she reported a much-improved mood, and stated that she did 
not feel depressed. Her frown/glabellar lines were re-treated with 30 Unit equivalents of
